__ Co-operation of the Pegu public in the Preservation of 
Antiquities —When I visited the Shwegugyi Inscription shed at Payathonzu 
near Pegu, I found that it was in a neglected condition and the shed being an 
open one, pilgrims probably sought shelter here from rain and used itas a 
cooking place. The safety of the inscribed stones were therefore very much 
perturbed. When I drew theattention of the abbot of the monastery in whose 
compound the shed situates his suggestion was to keep the inscriptions under 
lock and key as he happened to be often absent from his monastery. 

_As I considered it an urgent affair and since I knew that I had no more 
funds left I enlisted the support of the Pegu public. | : 

U Maung Maung Gyi and Daw Khin Pu, Saw-mill owners of Zaingganaing 
quarter, kindly came forward and improved the shed at their expense in such 
a way that it can now be kept locked. The expenditure incurred by them 
was about Rs. 200. 7 | ' 3 : 

My wife, Daw Kyi Kyi, happened to belong to Pegu and at a cost of 
Rs. 250 she converted an open ordination hall known as the Nagavana Sima 
situated some four furlongs to the south of the Shwegugyi Pagoda into a safe 
building for housing the interesting icons of stone discovered by an aged 
Buddhist monk there while levelling the site of the Sima afew years ago.

EXPLORATION AND RESEARCH. 


My report under this section has a happy tale to tell, All the places 
visited by me possess many an object of archeological interest and the sites 
dug by me yielded a considerable number of important finds. | 

_ As in the last two years Government sanctioned under the head 
“Excavation ” this year a sum of Rs. 500 which was spent out entirely. 


The season opened with a short excursion to Moulmein, Kyaikmaraw and

__Moulmein.—The late Mr. Taw Sein Ko made an official tour to Moulmein 
in December 1891 anda year later Sir R. C. T emple and Mr. F. O. Oertel 
visited the town. In the notes‘ compiled by them these three scholars made 
no mention of the Kyaikthanlan stapa, one of the principal pagodas that adorn 


the ridge which runs through the town of Moulmein.

The building and the images enshrined in it look new since they had 
undergone repairs rather recently but the original Wat and images must be at - 
least five or six hundred years old as may be seen from the medieval Mén 
documents written on two stones which were discovered in the ruins while the 
Wat was undergoing repairs and which have now been installed one on each 
side of the entrance to the sanctorium of the Wat. | | 

The one on the left as you face the sanctorium is a granite slab with a 
smooth face and the other on the right is a smaller slab of the same material 
with a rough face. The former has 31 lines of writing and bears the date 817 
B.E., i.e, 1455 A.D. The stone measures 4/10" 2/8" 5", 

The latter has 24 lines which are partly illegible and the date on it has 
disappeared. The size of the stone is 3/1" 117% 4", | ; 

As the subject-matter of both of the records is probably the same, it may 
be surmised that one is possibly the copy of other, the shorter document being

Martaban proper is between the river and the eastern slopes of a range of 
hills which are’ crowned by a white pagoda each. One of these pagodas is 
known as Kyaikphyinku, which is supposed to be coeval with the Kyaikthanlan 
pagoda of Moulmein. | .. 

A big bronze bell which bears writing in Medieval Mén on a’ portion of — 
its body once adorned the platform of the Kyaikphyinku pagoda. | | 

This bell was removed by thieves who were caught by the people of 
Martaban just while they were carrying their booty into a boat. ce ee 

As the bell was too heavy for the local people to replace it at its original 
place it was installed, where it now stands, on the platform of the Myatheindan 
pagoda close to the river. ; 


According to the inscription which is of 11 lines, the bell was cast on 


“Sunday, the Ist waning of Nadaw in the year 855 B.E., i.e, 1493 A.D., by 


Lagan, Bruim, the governor of Martaban at the terrace of the Kyaikphyinku 
At the Sinbyu quarter of the same town there was discovered inside a 
monastic compound to the east of the Aungzigon sfipa an inscribed stone-slab, 
the writing on which had almost entirely worn away. The first. two lines 
which are faintly legible indicate that it is an 18th century Burmese document.

What was surmised to be a central stiipa before excavation turned out to” 
be the plinth of a seated colossal image of Buddha in brick and mortar. From 
the shape of the huge brick foundation which had now been exposed by 
scientific digging it may be inferred that the Buddha image when entire had 
his face turning towards the east. ee 

The positions of what remained of three circular pillars of brick, laid bare 
close to the plinth in the case of one and three or four feet away in the case 
of two others, at the three corners, viz., north-east, north-west and south- 
west indicate that there was probably at the south-east corner a fourth brick 
pillar, circular in shape, which had now entirely disappeared. 

As many rusty iron nails, broken iron rings and a small iron rod of a 
_ hanging bronze bell were discovered in the course of digging round the pillars 
it may be surmised that the seated colossal image when entire was sheltered 
under a roof of timber crowned by an iron umbrella with hanging bronze 
: bells ; the roof being supported on four circular pillars of brick and mortar. | 

This temple was perhaps inside a brick enclosure and was standing on a 
spacious platform of earth retained by a brick wall, since there was brought to 
light a hundred feet of a dado of panels running from east to west and 72 feet 
of what remains of a brick wall running north and south at a distance of 

57 feet and 120 feet to the north and east respectively of the plinth. The 
dado of panels constitute the ruined wall on the north. When laid bare it was 
found to be 6 feet 6 inches high, 44 feet thick at the top and 6 feet thick 
at the bottom and to be ornamented with shallow square niches and architec- 
tural motifs of torus and scotia design at regular intervals. The condition ctf 
the eastern wall so far exposed was found to be worse. All the superstructure

At the request of U Tha Din, Headmaster of the National High School, 
Pegu, who was anxious to show historic objects to his students and the Pegu 
public all these antiquities were left in his office for safe custody. 

_ From the antiquities recovered at the site, from the size and shape of the 
bricks and from the oral tradition attached to the place all the buried 
structures referred to above, which had so far been laid bare, belong to the 
16th century A.D. : : 

While at Pegu I made an earnest appeal to all local people for their hearty 
co-operation in my search for antiquarian objects. My request met a quick 
and ready response. 

U Maung Maung Gyi and Daw Khin Pu, Saw Millers of Zaingganaing 
Quarter, told me that they had with them a broken terracotta plaque which 
was recovered from a heap of broken bricks while their late father U Po Thet 
was repairing the Paungdaw-U Pagoda in 1925 A.D. As they attached a 
sentimental value to this antiquarian object which happened to be their 
invaluable heirloom I could but take a photograph of it. (See Plate I, Fig. a). 
It measures 6”X53'". The temptation scene of the Buddha by Mara’s 
daughters is depicted on the plaque. Buddha is here seated cross-legged 
with hands in the bhiimisparca mudra on a throne provided with a highly 
ernamented back-slab. - 

The Buddha here puts on a regal dress and wears a crown which is very 
elaborate and ornate in design. Round his two arms and wrists are what 
look like armlets and wristlets. Inside the holes of his ear lobes the Buddha _ 
wears, what seem to me, ear-ornaments. There are two Mara’s daughters, one — 
on each side of him, staying close to the throne. The one on his right is only 
half visible as the plaque had broken off at that end. Both the ladies are in a 
luring pose as if to seduce the Buddha back into the layman’s life. - 
| If local tradition is to be trusted, the plaque belongs to the 15th century 
in which King Dhammaceti built the original Paung-daw-U Pagoda. The 
icon bears Cambodian and Siamese influences and the dress and ernarhents 
are probably characteristic of the age to which the sculpture belongs.. :

Digging down deeper for another six inches or so a 
brick pavement was reached. No antiquities except a small jingling bell in 
bronze were discovered. : 

About another 45 feet further north there was laid bare what looked like 
a ruined temple of brick, also square in design measuring 15 feet on each side. 
On the north face of it there was perhaps an entrance. ‘ 

Inside this temple was revealed a pedestal of crumbling bricks, which had 
gone out of shape. The dimensions of the pedestal were found tobe 6 feet 
from north to south, 5 feet 9 inches from east to west and 4 feet 6 inches in 
height.

old and two of silver as thin as paper (the size of each being ¢ inch by 
inch) sticking to the sides of some of the bricks. 
Further on to the north about 32 feet away was another course of bricks 
which the trial trenches had revealed. Systematic and serious operations here 


resulted. in exposing the remains of a brick enclosure, somewhat octagonal. in 


design, -whose six sides were found to be still somewhat intact and over two 
feet high. Each side, except the one on the south which is 8 feet long, 
measures 7 feet 6 inches. | | 


In the middle of this enclosure was laid bare a tall rectangular brick

Inside this 


earth and touching the brick floor of the chamber were discovered a broken > 


pot of semi-baked clay together with what looked like decayed human. bones, 

From the results of the operations conducted by me as detailed above at 
Old Prome we can very well visualise some of the customs of the local people

* The West Shwenantha Pagoda.—On my way to Payathonzu. from 
Pegu I took the opportunity of examining carefully a stone statue of standing 
Buddha in very bold relief in a ruined temple known as the West Shwenantha 
Pagoda.’ | : | o 
-. The Buddha is six feet tall with his right hand holding something which 
looks like a small towel. His left hand will be seen in the protection pose, 
He wears a mukuta and unlike other Buddhas of Burma he ties round his 
waist a girdle of cloth the long ends of which lie hanging between his legs. _ 
He is standing against an exquisitely ornamented back-slab, which 
together with the Buddha himself were carved out of the same piece of solid 
stone. The beaded borders, leaves and flowers and two long-tailed makaras 
constitute the ornamental motifs of the Buddha’s back-slab. A 
, Tradition has it that this Shwenantha image was brought over from Ceylon 
during the reign of King Dhammaceti in the 15th century A.D. 
As the icon bears no inscription the age of it is uncertain. Stylistically,

- Thaton.—I made a short visit io Thatén in response to the invitation 
from U Po Ka, retired District Judge, who reported that a recently organized 
religious society of the town wanted to dismantle a ruined stipa known as the 
Nandaw-u Pagoda in order to remove its relics for re-enshrinement in a ew 
shrine which the society proposed to build with the material obtained from 
the same old stipa at another site where it considered more suitable. 

As I found out, on inspection, that the original sttipa which had been 
more than once repaired is an ancient one which perhaps formed an important 
Jand mark for the historic capital of Thatén since it probably constitutes the 
north-west corner stéfa for the old palace-area, I advised U Po Ka not to 
disturb this interesting structure. | yo loeey el 

While at Thaton I made a thorough inspection of the antiquities 
‘discovered and rediscovered in the year 1933-34 by U Mya, one of my prede- 
cessors, at the Kalyani Sima and the Shwezayan Pagoda. - | 

As the sculptures at the Thagyapaya and the inscriptions in the Shwezayan 
‘Pagoda and Kalyani Sima compound had not been given the attention they 
deserve and as people here had been still lavish in the use of limewash which 
had spoilt many historic and art treasures of Burma I spoke to Deputy 
Commissioner U Khin Maung Yin about it and with him and in the company 
of civil and educational officers of the town I approached and made an earnest 
appeal to the Pagoda Trustees represented by U Po Nwe to take greater 
interest in the preservation of antiquities which are under their care and 
protection. U Po Nwe undertook to inform the other members of the Pagoda - 
Trust and to see also that no more darger arises to all such things as are in 
the charge of the trustees since they constitute the ancient glory of Thatén. 

Insufficient time and money did not allow me, however, to make at 
Thaton and its environs a thorough and extensive exploration which I will not 
fail to do early next year. 

While camping at Thaton I made a very short tour to the Koktheinnayon 
Hill and the Tizaung Pagoda’ at the Zokthok Village. . 

 Koktheinnayon Hill is about eight miles to the west of Bilin, *a town 
which is about 30 miles northwards from Thatén by motor road.

The year under report may be said to have reapeda rich crop in the 


harvest of inscriptions which Burma has afforded throughout the last half 


century or over. Year after year, ever since the time of the late Mr. Forch- 


hammer, the pioneer official Archeological Scholar of Burma, Inscriptions of 
all kinds, namely gold, silver,

« Between this stone and the Shwegugyi pagoda and thirty-three feet away

The next Mén document discovered by me was the one near a ruined 
pagoda known locally as the Shwe-khwet-mhyaw Phaya (egandeqoogen:), 
It was lying in a woefully damaged condition. The lower portion remaining 
buried and the upper portion broken off into thirty-four fragments of several 
sizes. The broken pieces lying buried and scattered here and there all over 
the area were retrieved with difficulty and brought away. to the inscription 


shed near Shwegugyi where the upper portion of the epigraph was restored by 


cementing the pieces together with the help of alocal mason. The stump 
of the stone, however, being too heavy to carry was left im situ. A small 
shed, to protect the writing from the ravages of weather, will be built over it 
early next year. . | | 
_ This record reveals another important event in Buddha’s life which is the 
conversion of one thousand jatilas (ascetics with matted hair) headed by the 
three Kassapa brothers, namely, Uruvela Kassapa, Nadi Kassapa and Gaya

_. A few furlongs away to the north-east of the Shwegiigyi shrine is a smal] 
tract known as the Thabawsan Village (s0¢0070:g9) to the west of which and 
to the south-west of a place known locally. as Bhikkhunima Taik there was 
discovered another stone which contains mostly illegible writing. Since the 
stone is standing close to a very old pagoda known locally as the Upakasama- 
gama, Caitya, it may be surmised that the inscription refers to the meeting of 
Buddha with the aged Upaka, an Ajivaka’. | : pt 
To the west of the Karen village at Payathonzu was found another stohe 
bearing writing which could not be read. Presumably the document refers to 
one of the important events in Buddha’s life. See 


In the garden of Abdul Gafoor now owned by Mr. E.C. Tresham at the 
 Kyauktainggan Village are four old mounds*. Near them was found an 


inscribed stone which records the restoration by King Raméadipati and his

At the lower terrace of the Kyaikpun pagoda and to the south-east of it, 
inside a very thick jungle, between two zayats I rediscovered the Kyaikpun 
epigraph in a lamentably neglected condition, The stone had broken into 
four big and six small fragments of which three small ones were missing. 

The reason why all the broken pieces of stone were not found. together 
was not far to seek. | " 


The Kyaikpun pagoda has its annual festival to which all Pegu and its 


environs would come merry-making. As they cook their food at the pagoda 


all the stones they could lay their hands on invariably become stands for their | 


frying pans and boiling kettle. | , 
Fortunately, however, and with the co-operation of the abbot of the near- 
by monastery and his pupils I could retrieve all the missing pieces which 


ignorant people had grossly misused. 


The Kyaikpun pagoda being looked after by the Land Records Depart- 
ment at Pegu I told the story of my rediscovery of the stone to the officers of 


the Department who readily took keen interest in this interesting find and 


undertook to preserve it carefully for posterity and students of philology. 


Under my personal supervision the inscription has now been restored 
and the stone placed on a low pedestal, the expenses incurred therefor having 
been borne by the Land Records Department of Pegu who will soon provide 
a shelter from weather for the said stone. | 


An old man of the’Yathemyo Village, who, I later learnt, is a retired 


headman of the place, acted as my guide when I conducted the search for the 


Yathemyo Inscription. Near a deep pit which presumably was dug by. 


treasure hunters inside a spacious enclosure of broken bricks I rediscovered 


_the epigraph. This stone also had broken into four fragments which I pieced 
' together and propped up between cemented bricks which became a small 


pedestal for the inscription. 


In response to my appeal ‘the Buddhist monks and lay-elders of the 


locality undertook to look after and provide a bamboo shelter to the stone. 
__ At Gaungzegyun near the Anauk Shwenantha Pagoda I rediscovered the 


nscription.

SECTION IV, 
MUSEUMS AND TREASURE TROVE. 


___ During the year under report a stone inscription in Burmese, dated 517 
B.E, (A.D. 1155) and broken in several fragments was added to the exhibits 
in the Museum at Pagan. It is nota newly discovered inscription but an old 
one published at pages 186-187 of “The Inscriptions collected in Upper 

Burma,” Volume II, 1903. It records the dedication of lands to the “ Three 
Gems.” It was found in the fragmentary condition in the Zabwé-mhouk 

Pagoda at Minnanthu Village near Pagan in March 1940 and was removed to 
the museum, lest its fragments should get scattered and lost in course of time. 

- No fresh acquisitions were made for the Palace Museum at Mandalay and 
no additions to the collections of antiquities in the sculpture sheds at Hmawza 


; (Old Prome) and Myohaung in Arakan. 


| A reference to page 2 of my last report will show that an Archzeological 
Museum is to be opened on the Palace Platform at Mandalay. During the 
year under report a representative. collection was made of the antiquities from 
Pagan, Hmawza, Payathonzu near Pegu, Kyontu near Waw and other places 
in Burma for exhibition in the Museum. The articles consist mainly of 
terracotta plaques, votive tablets and images of Buddha in stone and bronze. 
Their arrangement in the show-cases in the Museum was nearing completion 
when the year closed. | |
